PETER FONDA 


Peter Fonda is a “promising new 
actor” currently co-starred at the 
ae ack Theatre in Robert Rossen’s 
“Lilith,” the Columbia Pictures re- 
lease starring Warren Beatty and 
Jean Seberg and also co-starring 
Kim Hunter. It was as a “promis- 
ing new actor” that young Fonda, 
son of Henry and brother of Jane, 
was honored by the United Theatre 
Owners of America for his work in 
“Tammy and the Doctor,” and it 
was how he was honored on Broad- 
way with the New York Drama 
Critics Award and the Daniel Blum 
Award for his performance in 
“Blood, Sweat and Stanley Poole.” 

Young Fonda may not agree with 
the “promising,” he does agree he 
still has much to learn. His role in 
“Lilith,” for example, is that of an 
almost-cured mental patient who 
is tragically attracted to a fellow- 
patient, Lilith. 

“To play in ‘Lilith’ with a director 
like Robert Rossen,’ Fonda says, 
“T can’t help but learn something 
as an actor, At my age in the busi- 
ness, I would be out of my mind to 
turn down any opportunity to work 
with that kind of move-maker.” 

Fonda, who was born in 1939, 
wrote, produced, directed and acted 
in a satiric play, “Stalag 1714”, 
when he was 14, at school in Massa- 
chusetts. He directed and acted in 
college theatricals at Omaha Uni- 
versity and, during and after col- 
lege, performed at the Community 
Playhouse in Omaha. He is not de- 
voted to any formal school of act- 
ing, preferring the easy naturalism 
best exemplified by his own father’s 
acting style. 

“Lilith” was produced and direct- 
ed by Robert Rossen from his own 
screenplay, based on the Book of 
the Month novel by J. R. Salamanca. 
A Centaur production, “Lilith” 
features Anne Meacham, James 
Patterson and Robert Reilly. 


AWARD WINNERS 


Robert Rossen, whose “All the 
King’s Men” won the Academy 
Award as best picture of the year, 
produced, directed and wrote the 
screenplay for “Lilith,” new Colum- 
bia Pictures release at the 
Theatre with Warren Beatty and 
Jean Seberg starred. Working in 
similar capacities on “Lilith” were 
two Academy Award winners from 
“The Hustler,” the recent, inter- 
nationally - honored Rossen film 
which won nine Oscar nominations; 
they are Eugene Shuftan, director 
of photography, and Gene Callahan, 
set decorator. 

Peter Fonda and Kim Hunter are

TODAY’S ‘KNIGHTS’ 


A. modern-day jousting tourna- 
ment—with horsemen using lances 
to spear steel rings instead of each 
other—is one of the colorful Mary- 
land traditions which figures im- 
portantly in Robert Rossen’s “Lil- 
ith,” Columbia Pictures release 
starring Warren Beatty and Jean 
Seberg at the ...... Theatre. Beat- 
ty is the triumphant lancer in the 
competition, and he wears Miss Se- 
berg’s kerchief on his arm as her 
own true knight. 

Rossen, who produced, directed 
and wrote the screenplay for “Lil- 
ith” from the best-selling novel by 
J. R. Salamanca, took a company 
of more than 100 technicians and 
extras to film the sport on the Fair 
Grounds of St. Mary’s Roman Cath- 
olic Church in the Montgomery 
County town of Barnesville, Mary- 
land—population 150. 

The Maryland version of jousting 
involves groups of riders in three 
categories of proficiency — rookies, 
amateurs and professionals—charg- 
ing down an 80-foot course with 
lances poised to spear rings of 
graduated sizes suspended from 
each of three arches. 

All aspects of the sport are regu- 
lated by the Maryland State Joust- 
ing Tournament Association, Inc., 
which coordinates local competition 
dates each year. In the 1962 season 
of the Maryland Legislature, joust- 
ing was officially declared the “state 
sport.” Jousting underwent a reviv- 
al of interest following the Second 
World War, although there are 
some places in Maryland where the 
annual events have been held for 
more than seventy years. Some rid- 
ers are members of families in 
which parents, grand-parents and 
even great grand-parents have pre- 
viouly competed. 

Versions of the sport may be 
found in Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia, and it is being revived in 
the states of Louisiana, South Caro- 
lina and in Washington, D. C. 

Peter Fonda and Kim Hunter are 
co-starred in “Lilith,” a Centaur 
production with a supporting cast 
which includes Anne Meacham, 
James Patterson and Robert Reilly.

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Stunts to Sell the Title! 


“Lilith” is an unusual girl’s name, just as the film itself is a most unusual film about 
a most unusual girl. Spreading the name around town can help call attention to the 
picture. For example: 


@ Six attractive girls, each wearing a different letter of the title, walk together 
along busy streets and wherever crowds gather; girls should be dressed alike, of 
course, and should also make personal appearance on local TV. Signs on their 
backs might carry playdate credits. 

@ Plant “Reserved for Lilith’ A-cards on restaurant tables and, at same time, 
try to arrange chef-created “Lilith Salad” or similar dish to be promoted on menus 
and in newspaper advertising. 

@ Plant newspaper, radio or TV contest offering guest tickets for the tongest list 
of film titles which, like “Lilith,” consist solely of women’s names, and of the 
female stars of the films listed. 

@ Page “Lilith” in hotel lobbies, restaurants, terminals, shopping centers, etc. 

@ Write “I Love Lilith’ in chalk or crayon on walls, old billboards and other sur- 
faces already in use as youngsters’ “romance” bulletin boards. 

@ Anyone in town named Lilith? Girl who can prove this is her name, via birth cer- 
tificate or other official document, might be helpful in radio and TV interviews, 
etc. Advertise for her or, better, ask a columnist or other media personality to 


find such a girl for you. 


@ Locally-print signs reading “Lilith Shops Here” for planting in all stores.

Camera Contest 


Still No. 64, showing Jean Seberg wad- 
ing in a mist-shrouded stream as Warren 
Beatty watches, is a charming example 
of photography at its best, and it might 
be used to key a camera contest for ama- 
teur photographers. Work contest with 
local newspaper or camera supply shop, 
with guest tickets and promoted mer- 
chandise going for best boy-girl photo- 
graphs submitted. Still itself is available 
in mat form; see the publicity section. 
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Lilith’ Language 
As “Lilith,” Jean Seberg invents a world 
of her own, and even a language of her 
own. Scenes from the film — Still Nos. 105 
and 110 — show a phrase from that lan- 
guage painted on the wall over her bed: 
“Hiara Pirlu Resh Kavawn.” An interest- 
ing contest might be worked with news- 
paper, radio or TV_ sponsorship, with 
contestants asked to devise a meaningful 
sentence out of the letters in the “Lilith” 
phrase. Allow them to use the title “Lilith,” 
in whatever sentence is devised, with 
guest tickets and promoted merchandise 


going for the most interesting. Sample: 
“Via ‘Lilith’ Sparkle, Win A Hurrah.” 
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The ‘Lilith’ Web! 
One of the most attractive advertising art 
approaches in recent years is being used 
for “Lilith advertising, and it may be 
used by the alert showman. 
@ With a ball of black string, build 


your own “webs” in front of mirrors, 
photo display frames, etc., in your 
theatre. Stills from the picture, plus 
credits, go behind the “webs,” or are 
incorporated into it. 

@ Go after department store co- 
operation for “Lilith” windows, with 
stores building “webs” in much the 
same fashion. Merchandise to be dis- 
played should be, of course, such ap- 
pealing items as perfumes, nightwear, 
fashion accessories, etc. 

@ Hang back-to-back stills in your in- 
ner lobby and from your marquee. 


String dipped in ordinary wallpaper or 
library paste, can be “dripped” over face 
of the stills, mirrors and displays. When 
dry, this forms a firm, attractive and un- 
usual “web.” 


Soundtrack Album 


The musical score for “Lilith,” composed 
and conducted by Kenyon Hopkins, is be- 
ing made available in a Colpix Records 
soundtrack album.

@ Many public libraries lend out rec- 
ord albums as well as books. Present 
‘em with a “Lilith” album, with a 
photographer on hand.

Scenes in “Lilith” show Warren Beatty 
winning a “jousting” tournament — a sport 
increasingly popular in several of the 
southern states, and in Washington, D.C. 
If your theatre is in a territory where such 
tournaments are held, then a wide variety 
of exploitation around the sport is pos- 
sible; if the sport is relatively unknown 
in your territory, then it can be intro- 
duced. . . . The jousting shown in “Lilith,” 
in which contestants attempt to spear a 
number of rings on their lances while rid- 
ing full tilt, follows the rules used in Mary- 
land, where it is the official state sport; 
different rules and procedures are em- 
ployed in other states, but the sport is 


essentially the same. 


e@ “Jousting” can be adapted locally, 
with the Police Athletic League, “Ys, 
etc., as sponsoring organizations. Con- 
testant need not ride at the rings; he 
might try to spear them while running. 


@ Sports page editors, columnists and 
TY commentators should be involved, 
as sponsors and as judges. 


@ Useful in publicity are “jousting” 
Still Nos. 67, 69 and 85.
